They told me to phone Allegheny 
Power, which 1 did, and that operator claimed they could do nothing but she 
would taave someone call me. i gefrtefoer my name and number .A^hd a short while 
later, a little before 5*45 a.m*, as I was walking past the radio and tv, it 
stopped, the last t*o words being something referring to the last word, "Officer. M 

The volume was so great If could not pinpoint the source but if I were to 
£ uess, it is only the external speakers of 'the radio that could operate without 
getting current* 

I kno'M noth ing about such things but if, uninformed as X am, I were to 
make a guess, it would be that the only way there could fate input into the house 

and at such great wexu volume would be electronic surveillance that used 
or were connected to the spe^JkersJUhich are separate from the hifi# And malfunctioned. 

I got no call oack from the power company# 

Speakers can act as micro phones, as they do with spe..kerpnones# 

There is no indication of any internal source for this strange and unusual business 
and ail the indications are that it was external and ^ presume accidental. 

The only electronics nan i know, a friend, left the night of V 17 for Florida. 

He was to ave his adsi tant phone me but he has not. ... * 

Years ago, then tl -rough a malfunction, I did catch a tap on my phone# Earlier 
there was local state police interest in ire because of the rabid irrationality of 
a retired colonel then wondjig at Fort he trick and then insisting on being addressed 
as colonel# That was during xhe period our fanning was being ruined oy military 
hexicopter overflights# My lawsuit on that establisheu a new principle oi law, of the 
property owner's ownership, so to speak, of the air space above his propert^o the 
degree necessary to enjoy his property, his constitutional right.
